SOCIAL  WELFARE 


The  Welfare  Department  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Welfare  Officer 
who  is  responsible  to  the  County  Council  through  the  Welfare  Committee, 
Tfclfrro  schemes  for  the  aged,  blind  and  deaf  and  other  disabled  persons 
are  being  run  by  the  County  Council.  A Homo  for  the  Aged  was  opened  at 
Bryn  Llewelyn  during  the  year,  thus  making  a total  of  4 Homes  in  the 
County.  Part  of  Bron-y-Gar th,  Penrhyndoudrae th  was  also  available  fore 
people. 

/ill  blind  persons  of  who m there  were  88  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  are  visited  by  the  Home  Teacher  for  the  Blind  and  the  Visitc 
Craft  Instructor  teaches  handicrafts  to  the  disabled.  There  is  co-operz 
between  the  North  Wales  Society  for  the  Blind,  the  Chester  and  Worth  W al 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Society  and  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Children's  Officer  is  responsible  to  the  Children's  Committee  1 
children  committed  to  the  care  of  the  County  Council  and  other  child  cai 
problems.  The  Council  has  one  small  Children's  Home  at  Barmouth  and  a i 
active  policy  of  fo storing-out  children  is  carried  on.  There  has  been 
close  co-operation  between  Officers  of  the  Welfare  Department,  Children' 
Department  and  the  Health  Department. 


The  Care  Committee,  a sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee  provide 
assistance  in  kind  for  the  sick  and  ailing  and  in  the  financial  year  1 9^ 
6p  the  Committee  spent  £2,333  on  after-care.  The  Voluntary  Old  People 
Welfare  Committee  under  the  auspices  of  the  Merioneth  Social  Services 
Committee  provided  assistance  to  a few  needy  cases.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


The  County  Council  ' s Chiropody  Service  continued  to  proVidie  treatme 
for  the  elderly,  expectant  mothers  and  handicapped  persons  at  a standard 
charge  of  2 /-d. . per  treatment.  In  addition  domiciliary  visits  were  paid 
to  certain  patients  whoso  doctors  had  certified  that  they  were  unable  to 
attend  the  clinics.  Those  domiciliary  treatments  are  undertaken  at  no 
extra  cost  to  the  patient. 

The  service  continued  on  a part-time  basis  during  the  year,  bxit  as 
the  demand  for  this  service  is  increasing  the  Authority  has  decided  to 
employ  a full-time  Chiropodist  in  the  next  financial  year. 

Owing  to  illness,  the  part-time  Chiropodist  employed  in  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  County  discontinued  his  sendees  in  October,  therefore  no 
clinics  were  held  in  Bala  or  Corwen  until  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

During  the  year  87  new  cases  wore  seen  and  a total  of  11 98  treatnen

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MENTAL  HEALTH 


General 

Now  that  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  has  been  in  force  for  over  h year 
a clearer  picture  is  emor(jing  of  the  typo  of  service  which  the  people 
concerned,  i.e.  tho  patients,  feel  to  bo  of  value*  This  naturally  differs 
according  to  the  existing  home  environment  and  the  pre  sen  ting  problem. 

Whore  thoro  is  a subnormal  child,  the  parents,  if  they  already  suspect  that 
their  child  is  unlikely  to  benefit  from  education  at  the  normal  school,  ari 
immensely  relieved  simply  to  learn  that  there  is  a school  for  their  child 
where  he  con  receive  more  personal  attention  and  be  taught  at  his  own  pace 
to  whatever  standard  his  capabilities  will  allow.  Some  parents  then  feel  i 
need  to  discuss  their  own  emotional  conflicts  and  to  express  their  anxiety 
concerning  tho  future  of  their  child.  Such  discussions  often  prove 
helpful . 


Tho  care  of  the  mentally  ill  within  the  community  presents  a different 
problem  although  this  often  calls  fox’  family  casework  as  well  as  an  attemp- 
to  help  the  individual  patient.  The  meeting  of  material  needs  e.g.  II. A. B. 
allowance,  accommodation,  employment  often,  but  not  necessarily,  all 
oviates  the  psychological  condition.  An  instance  could  be  given  of  a 
patient  who  felt  that  the  sole  cause  of  her  depressive  illness  was  the 
house  she  had  to  live  in.  She  greeted  the  news  that  new  accommodation  had 
been  found  for  her  with  elation  - to  be  followed  shortly  afterwards  by  a 
nore  serious  recurrence  of  depressive  symptoms.  The  meeting  of  the  mat erf 
aoed  in  this  instance,  simply  prepared  tho  way  for  more  intensive  casework 
so  that,  whilst  it  did  not  solve  the  underlying  problem  it  cx’eated  the 
conditions  necessary  fox’  approaching  the  problem  with  some  hope  of  success 

The  need  for  trained  staff  both  as  regards  Social  work  end  the 
teaching  of  mentally  handicapped  children  is  clear',  and  the  Authority  is  t 
bo  complimented  not  only  for  having  seen  the  need  but  for  doing  something 
practical  to  meet  it.  -he  cental  Health  Jorker  was  trained  under  the 
auspices  of  the  L.H.A./C.C.  and  this  year  two  members  of  the  staff  have 
been  seconded  on  courses,  one  for  two  years  to  be  trained  as  a Social 
orker  end  the  other  for  one  year  to  be  trained  as  a teacher  of  Mentally 
handicapped  Children. 

..entally  Subnormal 

This  year  saw  the  opening  of  a wing  of  tho  Old  Primary  School, 

Barmouth  as  a Junior  Training  Centre,  and  tho  children  olx’oady  attending 
at  the  temporary  premises  in  Llwyn  View  Hospital  were  transferred  there 
and  four  new  pupils  were  admitted.  The  Centre  consists  of  a large 
classroom,  toilets  and  a storeroom  and  a playground.  As  it  is  in  the  cent 
cf  the  town  the  children  can  be  taken  on  shopping  expeditions  and  it  is 
‘Iso  near  enough  to  the  sea  shore  for  them  to  spend  an  occasional  hour 
there.  The  Centre  was  well  eqxiipped  from  the  start  and  is  expected  to 
neet  the  needs  of  subnormal  children  within  a radius  of  25-30  miles  of 
Barmouth  for  some  time  ahead  . For  children  living  lux^thor  afield  it  may 
o necessary  to  find  accommodation  in  or  near  Barmouth  from  Monday  to 
Fridny , or  alternatively  the  services  provided  by  neighbouring  countie s 
p.ay  bo  used.  Two  instances  have  arisen  of  boys  who  not  only  lived  too 
tar  from  the  Centre  but  would  also  benefit  from  residential  accommodation, 
^no,  a Glyndyfrdwy  boy,  was  admitted  to  the  school  attached  to  Oakwood 
Bark  Hospital,  Conway  end  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  other,  a

During  196’;  the  service  provided  for  subnormal  adults  has  for  the 
no  s ^ pai  ^ be  on  tn._..c  oi  x ricndly  supervision.  The  majority  are  ■well 
integrated  into  the  community,  the  men  working  in  such  odd  jobs  as  ere 
readily  availaole  in  a rural  community  and  the  women  assisting  with 
housework.  mo  lew  cases  of  severe  subnormality  are  well  cared  for  by 
devoted  relatives  and  when  those  have  boon  taken  ill  it  has  been  possible 
to  arrange  short  term  accommodation  through  Dr.  11.  Craft. 

The  number  of  subnormal  adults  suitable  for  training  for  employment 
is  small  me:  in  view  of  this,  allowance  was  made  in  the  Annual  Esti-^ctcs 
for  sending  these  to  the  Flintshire  Hostel  at  Rhyl . A subnormal  woman  was 
admitted  to  Broughton  Hospital  with  a view  to  training  for  outside  employ- 
ment. y 

Ihe  provision  oi  a training  centre  for  adults  will  also  involve 
either  residential  accommodation  or  daily  transport  over  long  distances 
but  it  is  hoped  that  this  difficulty  can  be  overcome.

The  majority  of  referrals  to  the  Health  Department  of  people  in  need 
of  support  in  the  community  as  a result  of  mental  illness  come  from  Donbi- 
Hospital  Psychiatrists.
